6. Claims I -XI are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with

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which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The specification fails to 
adequately teach how to make and use the invention, i.e., fails to provide an enabling disclosure 
of how to make and use the device as a massaging device. 

7. Claims I-XI are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim I is unclear as to what is the structural relationship between the hand held object 
and the inflatable device. 

In claim V, it is not understood how can a valve be an inflatable device. 

In claims VI and VII, "manipulated in the hand" is confusing as whether the applicant 
attempts to claim an apparatus or a method of using the device. 

In claims IX and X, "it" is not clear. 

In claim XI, "the surface" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § iOThe following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims I, III- VIII, and XI are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mann (5,056,504). 
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Mann teaches a therapeutic device having an inflatable ball 20 (hand held object) and a 
valve 24. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims II, IX, and X are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mann. 

Regarding claim II, Mann's ball lacks a spherical shape. However, the spherical shaped 
hand held therapeutic device is well known in the art. A change in the shape of a prior art device 
is a design consideration within the skill of the art. In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669,149 USPQ 47 
(CCPA 1966). 

Regarding claims IX and X, Mann lacks a text or an image printed on the device's 
surface. However, the feature of having text and image, i.e., logo of the manufacture located on a 
surface of the device is well known in the art. Thus, the feature of having the text and image on 
the surface of the device fails to patentably define over the prior art.

11. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Phillips (5,839,992), Obermaier (5,830,163), Ostrowski (5,522,757), Myers et al 
(6,068,580), and Stern (5,593,369) are cited to show different exercise devices.
